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Maryland-Florida Deal 

Bruce S. Campbell and Joseph P. O’Farrell, 
both directors of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, have been key factors in a giant 
transaction that resulted in a change of owner¬ 
ship of the Dickey Stables, Florida’s leading 
breeding farm at Ocala. 

At a reported price of $700,000 the nine- 
man group purchased 833 acres, comprising 
two adjoining farms at Ocala, Fla., in what is 
termed "the largest transaction in the history of 
the Thoroughbred industry in Florida.” 

Equipped with two training tracks—one 
three-quarters of a mile and another at a half 
mile—the breeding nursery, home of the illus¬ 
trious three-year-old Needles, contains 17 brood 
mares, 12 yearlings, three foals, and the stal¬ 
lions King’s Stride, Bull Brier and Flyaway. 

The Campbell syndicate, dominated by 
Marylanders, includes R. McLean Campbell, 
son of Bruce Campbell and resident of Ruxton; 
William Veeneman and W. A. Reynolds, of 
Louisville, Ky.; Thomas W. Woods, of Cincin¬ 
nati; G. Fred Obrecht and John Hampshire, of 
Baltimore; and the O’Farrell brothers, Joseph 
and Tom, of Westminster. 

Joe O’Farrell will act as general manager 
and plans to leave Maryland on February 15. 
Along with his brother, Tom, he has owned 
and operated Windy Hill breeding farm at 
Westminster for several years. He will main¬ 
tain an interest in Maryland and Tom O’Farrell 
will manage the local breeding establishment. 

The O’Farrells are shipping 20 broodmares 
and eight yearlings to the Ocala establishment. 
These are being thrown in and will belong to 
the syndicate. 

The stallions, Combat Boots and Rough 
n Tumble will remain at the Westminster 
farm. 

Topping the brood mare band at Dickey 
Farms is Noodle Soup, dam of the stakes win¬ 
ners Needles and Menolene. Needles, ranked 
the second leading two-year-old last season and 
one of the future book favorites for the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby, was bred and trained at Dickey 
Farms and now races for the E. and H. Stables. 

The two-year-olds from Dickey Stables, 
which were owned by Mr. and Mrs. William E. 
Leach, recently sold at auction at Hialeah Park 
with the promising young King Hairan bring¬ 
ing $35,000, largest price ever paid for a 
Florida-bred horse. 

It is the plan of the new owners to operate 
Dickey Farms on a commercial basis as a nurs¬ 
ery and training center. At present 18 two- 
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Bruce S. Campbell, Baltimore County busi¬ 
nessman and horseman, who heads the group 
which recently purchased the Dickey Stable 
of Ocala, Florida.

Bowie Lists 100-Grander 

Giving Maryland Thoroughbred racing its 
second $100,000 stakes, Donald Lillis, president 
of Bowie, recently announced a $25,000 in¬ 
crease in the purse of the John B. Campbell 
Memorial Handicap, to be run April 7. 

The mile-and-a-sixteenth test for 3-year-olds 
and upward becomes Bowie’s first 100-grander 
and the track management expects the large 
purse to draw Nashua to Maryland following 
his Florida campaign. 

The only other Maryland stakes worth $100,- 
000 in added money is the Preakness. 

D. Eldred Rinehart, chairman of the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission, announced the ap¬ 
proval by his board of eight added-money at¬ 
tractions during Bowies 34-day meeting from 
March 8 through April 17. The special events 
will have a gross purse value of $227,500. 

Lillis said he has been virtually assured of 
Nashua’s entry in the Campbell since the me¬ 
morial to the country’s foremost racing secre¬ 
tary has become the nation’s twenty-third 
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stakes with a value of $100,000 or more. 

With the exception of the Bowie Breeders, 
stakes close for nominations on March 1. The 
schedule follows: 

March 8—Burch Memorial Handicap, $10,- 
000, 3-year-olds and upward, six furlongs. 

March 10—Miss Maryland Stakes, $15,000, 
3-year-old fillies, five and a half furlongs. 

March 17—Southern Maryland Handicap, 
$15,000, 3-year-olds and upward, seven fur¬ 
longs. 

March 24—Bowie Handicap, $25,000, 3- 
year-olds and upward, one mile and a sixteenth. 

March 31—Barbara Frietchie Handicap, 
$25,000, 3-year-olds and upward, fillies and 
mares, seven furlongs. 

April 7—John B. Campbell Memorial Handi¬ 
cap, $100,000, 3-year-olds and upward, one 
mile and a sixteenth. 

April 14—Governor’s Gold Cup, $30,000, 
3-year-olds, six furlongs. 

April 17—Bowie Breeders’ Stakes, $7,500, 
2-year-olds, Maryland foals, four and a half fur¬ 
longs.

STRAWS IN THE WIND: As these lines 
are written the Maryland Legislature is about 
to convene and foremost among the topics 
due for review is the considerable sentiment to¬ 
ward a hike in the mutuel take-out as estab¬ 
lished by law. Another item up for discussion 
and possible legislation is increasing the num¬ 
ber of racing days. 

Governor McKeldin already has made known 
his desire to hike the take as a partial means of 
obtaining $15,000,000 needed to balance the 
fiscal budget. The Governor did not propose to 
what extent he would slap an additional tax on 
racing but it generally was supposed that 2 per 
cent would be the ultimate figure. At present 
the take at the mile tracks is 10 per cent, a fig¬ 
ure which has proved very appealing to out-of- 
state bettors. 

BETTOR MOUSETRAP: New Jersey re¬ 
moves 13 cents from every dollar wagered at 
Monmouth, Garden State and Atlantic City. In 
New York an oppressive 15 per cent bite is 
vogue. Race bettors are like a good many 
housewives; they’ll travel across town to save 
three cents on an item at the chain super mar¬ 
ket rather than pay slightly more at the neigh¬ 
borhood independent grocer. 

So we have a situation whereby busload upon 
busload and trainload upon trainload of racing 
fans from New York and New Jersey come to 
Maryland tracks to risk their mutuel dollars. 
Illustrating the fervor and number of out-of- 
state guests is the case which confronted the 
Racing Commission last fall, when, at Pimlico 
it was deemed necessary to rule out show bet¬ 
ting on a race with a seven-horse field. The de¬ 
cision was reached, it was said, because there 
was evidence that well-padded high rollers in 
considerable numbers were prepared to chuck 
their green in the maws of the tote. It was the 
first time in Maryland history that show betting 
was refused on a race with as many as seven 
starters; the anticipated minus pool was 
averted. 

While the difference between a 10-per cent 
take-out and a 12-per cent take-out may sound 
like a negligible amount to some, it will mean 
that a favorite player’s profits (and they are 
lean) will be reduced 20 per cent. The losing 
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punter will go more deeply into the hole by 20 
per cent. 

It is believed that if the take is increased by 
2 per cent the State and the tracks will split 
the resulting revenue equally. In the end, the 
tracks—Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico—will wind 
up halving their 1 per cent with the horsemen 
in purses. 

DATES BILL: The Racing Commission 
has worked out a plan to increase the number 
of racing dates from 230 days to 258. Original¬ 
ly it was conceived as a means to provide the 
state with additional revenue without having 
to raise the take. Now it appears that it will be 
a double grab—more money from additional 
taxes, and racing days. 

Under the Commission plan, as outlined by 
Chairman D. Eldred Rinehart, each of the 
state’s 12 tracks would share in the increased 
allotments. Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico which 
now split 100 days of racing a year among 
them, would receive 36 days apiece. The five 
tracks comprising the minor flat circuit—Bel 
Air, Cumberland, Hagerstown, Marlboro and 
Timonium—would be granted an additional 
two days each making their meetings 12 days 
in tenure. 

Baltimore Raceway, Laurel Raceway, Ocean 
Downs and Rosecroft would receive 24 nights 
of racing apiece instead of the present 20. 

The announced calendar of dates for 1956 
was so devised that it can accommodate the 
additional dates without unduly upsetting the 
schedule should the proposed plan be sanc¬ 
tioned by the Legislature and Governor Mc¬ 
Keldin. 

A similar bill passed both Houses last year 
and seemed certain to become law but in the 
rush to put the books in order before the close 
of the Legislative session, it was included in a 
"package program” which aroused the ire of 
some solons and was denied approval. 

The 1955 version of the dates bill, it was es¬ 
timated by the Commission, would provide an 
additional $750,000 in revenue. 

THE GLEANINGS: The net 1955 revenue 
realized by the State from racing fees compris¬ 
ing the take, breakage, licenses and taxes on 
admissions was a record $6,828,147.83. 
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This figure is broken down to $4,899,105.45 
from the three mile tracks; $961,909.61 from 
the four harness racing plants; $818,740.85 
from the five half-milers, and $2,844 from 
two steeplechase programs at Fair Hill. Further 
swelling the racing revenue was $27,653 in 
license and registration fees and $73,967.10 in 
uncashed mutuel tickets. 

Bowie Improvements 

Bowie Race Course, first of the Maryland 
Thoroughbred tracks to launch a major improve¬ 
ment program, has taken another important step 
for the convenience of patrons by the construc¬ 
tion of a clubhouse dining room with an un¬ 
excelled view of the entire track. The dining 
room will be completed in February—well ahead 
of the scheduled 34-day race meeting which 
opens the major Eastern racing season on March 
8 . 

Commenting upon the latest improvement, 
Donald C. Lillis, president of the Southern 
Maryland track, said: "It always has been the 
prime objective of the Bowie management to 
provide the highest calibre sport under ideal con¬ 
ditions for patrons. Bowie was built to stand the 
rigors of an early opening, a tradition which has 
been the heritage of Bowie for 40 years, and 
the new dining room fits into this plan.” 

The dining room is situated atop the club¬ 
house annex— (the former paddock prior to the 
rebuilding of Bowie in 1952)—and has a seat¬ 
ing arrangement for 500 diners, 40 per cent more 
than the capacity of the former dining room. 


The added floor space measures 4,600 square 
feet, terraced, with tables on each level. 

An inside balcony features mutuel windows, 
cocktail lounge and dining facilities. The mutuel 
division is but a few steps from the main dining 
area. 

The dining room was constructed to afford 
a complete, unobstructed view of the track from 
any table on the three terraces. The front and 
sides of the room are enclosed with glare-absorb¬ 
ing glass and diners are able to take in the rac¬ 
ing scene even to the saddling procedure in the 
paddock. 

Lillis, and Howard S. Pierce, operations man¬ 
ager, always have stressed patrons’ convenience 
in the rebuilding program and many of the in¬ 
novations have been centered in the grandstand 
area. This program continues; one of the im¬ 
provements in this area will be a cafeteria oc¬ 
cupying a section of the former clubhouse din¬ 
ing room. Cafeteria-style dining has proved a 
success at racecourses in the East and should be 
a welcome addition at Bowie. The other section 
of the former dining room will be converted for 
use as a clubhouse lounge. 

Although the dining room was the No. 1 
project for the 1956 season, a number of im¬ 
provements in the stable area and racing surface 
have been made to winterize the track for the 
earliest opening in the history of Maryland rac¬ 
ing. The installation of individual gas heaters 
in the "tack” rooms and an improved drainage 
system in the homestretch of the racing strip 
are among alterations which are not readily ap¬ 
parent to the casual racegoer.

W HEN MR. HUMPHREY S. FINNEY 
was editor of The Maryland Horse, 
he enlivened each issue with a little gossip 
column. It was on the order of the one written 
by Louella O. Parsons or Ed Sullivan except 
that the same character appeared in each item. 
Mr. Finney called it "The Editor’s Saddlebag,” 
and it was sort of a combination diary-trav¬ 
elogue. 

Unlike diaries of other famous people, the 
spicy parts (if there were any) were omitted 
from the Finney chronicle, but it was lively 
reading, most entertaining and left one won¬ 
dering how in the world one person could cover 
so much ground, see so many people and ac¬ 
complish so many missions. 

After he put in with Fasig-Tipton on a 24- 
hour-a-day basis, Mr. Finney continued to bare 
his life before our readers for a few months, 
but press of business forced him, finally, to sus¬ 
pend it, to the regret of many. 

In case you’ve forgotten, a typical "Saddle¬ 
bag” went about like this: 

January 8. Loaded a dozen mares at Mount 
Washington this morning, then to the Farm 
Bureau meetings at the Lord Baltimore and 
a good lunch of ham and eggs, the former sup¬ 
plied by the Hampshire Breeders’ Group. The 
Maryland Draft Horse Association was formed 
this afternoon, at a meeting held after the regu¬ 
lar stockman’s programme. Then to the Bel¬ 
vedere for the Stockmen’s dinner, and the an¬ 
nual meeting of the Association of Maryland 
Horse Shows. 

January 9. To New York with Dr. J. Wes¬ 
ley Edel and Henry Dentry to serve as dele¬ 
gates from the Maryland Hunter Show at the 
annual meeting of the American Horse Shows 
Association. Dinner tonight with Joe Maguire, 
dynamic young show manager. 

N THE THEORY that what’s good enough 
for one editor is sauce for another, I 
thought I’d keep tab on myself for awhile to 
see what happened. Seemed pretty prosaic com¬ 
pared with Mr. Finney’s odysseys, but feel that 
as long as the material was collected, the report 
should be made. 

January 14. Was visited by Mr. Beverley 
Rhett, former editor of "The Horse,” the Re¬ 
mount magazine. Discussed the future of 
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racing and a horse going at Tropical Park. 
Was not sanguine over either, especially the 
horse. Lunched on Teachers and soda with 
Thomas R. Cofield of the Baltimore News-Post. 
Later listened while Nelson Baker revealed that 
pessimism over Tropical horse was justified. 

January 15. Visited Merryland Farm to in¬ 
spect Kroese horses. Nobody was home. 
Headed for the barns and was met by Mr. Bob 
Shea who cordially and skillfully exhibited 
young Thoroughbreds to me and some people 
who looked as though they might be potential 
buyers. Kroese stock was finest I ever looked 
over. (That’s what Finney always said). Re¬ 
turned to Shea residence in time to meet Mr. 
Danny Shea, who said he had been to church. 
Was invited to lunch by Mrs. Shea, but de¬ 
clined. (That wasn’t like Finney). 

January 18. Went to Timonium to take 
some pictures of Kroese horses shipping out. 
Weather bitter, track icy. Picked good spot 
from which to make pictures. Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company moved car quarter of a mile 
down the track. Had light breakfast of White 
Horse and water. (Lunch room did not have 
Teachers). Pictures did not turn out. 

January 28. Visited Timonium to inspect 
improvements. Found heap of rubble and Mr. 
Johnny Heil. Messrs. Eddie Blind, Frank Blind, 
Peck Larsen and Leo Nechamkin arrived on 
scene. Discussed future of Timonium and past 
of Eddie Blind. Mr. Heil showed where the 
new paddock and walking ring would be. Also 
described new administration building and mag¬ 
nificent grandstand that is to be erected before 
the 1957 meeting. Mr. Blind told about old 
Blackie and challenged Mr. Nechamkin to a 
checker match. Could not wait to see contest, 
but Mr. Blind stated later—but not under oath 
—that he won. Have not contacted Mr. Ne¬ 
chamkin. 

Went to Janon Fisher’s farm to take photo¬ 
graph of # Hunters Moon IV. Inspected (you 
always "inspect” horses; you never just look at 
them) two prize-winning two-year-olds. These 
are the two that took honors at the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Show, and they are dandies. 

Visited Sagamore to see Mr. Ralph Kerche- 
val. Learned that Mr. Kercheval and Mr.

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SHOUSE JOCKEY 


For 40 years, Jouett Shouse has found 
Thoroughbred racing a highly entertaining di¬ 
version from the trials and tribulations which 
come to an internationally known Washington 
attorney and statesman. 

During his long, colorful political career, the 
native of Kentucky often found a stakes victory 
by one of his horses to be the answer to "get¬ 
ting away from it all.” He always returned to 
Washington a new man. 

Today, at 75, Shouse stands on the brink of 
what promises to be his most pleasureful year 
in the sport which has been such an important 
part of his life. 

He beamed with anticipation as he watched 
his three newest runners gallop over the indoor 
track at Three Cousins Farm recently. He has 
a specific sentimental attachment to each of 
the young homebreds. 

What’s more, in January, Shouse was paid 
Thoroughbred racing’s highest honor in being 
elected to membership in The Jockey Club, 
which has a roster of only 62 sportsmen. 

The Shouse two-year-olds are in the public 
stable of Trainer Bernie Bond, Towson horse¬ 
man preparing 39 horses for the Maryland ma¬ 
jor Turf season. 

Shouse is exceptionally keen on his trio of 
newcomers because each represents something 
special in the extensive history of his stable. 

Brad, handsome gray son of Thellusson and 
East, is the result of a mating suggested by the 
late William Woodward, Sr. and is the name¬ 
sake of General Omar Bradley, often a guest 
in the Shouse box at Maryland tracks. 

Double Quest, a dainty daughter of Alquest 
and Joanny, represents an experiment in breed¬ 
ing which has been in Shouse’s mind for 40 
years, but did not become a reality until 1953. 

That spring, he bred Joanny, a daughter of 
Questionnaire, to Alquest, a son of Question¬ 
naire, inbreeding considered dangerously close 
by many bloodline experts. Result of the broth¬ 
er-sister cross is Double Quest. 

"I got the idea in Kentucky many years ago 
when I followed a similar experiment by Major 
Daingerfield, then one of the country’s fore¬ 
most breeders of Thoroughbreds,” Shouse ex¬ 
plained. "He crossed a son and daughter of 
Domino and got a fine horse named Ultimus.

The third juvenile in the Shouse string is 
Wolf Trap, son of Occupy and Ardan Lass, and 
behind that name there’s an interesting story. 

A number of years ago, Shouse reserved the 
name Wolf Trap, which is the title of his farm, 
located on Wolf Trap Creek in Virginia. 

He had good reason to give this name to the 
Occupy-Ardan Lass colt, since big things are 
expected of the compact, dark-brown newcom¬ 
er. He’s a full brother to Cinda, Shouse’s lead¬ 
ing stakes-winning filly of 1953 and ’54.

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tion of horses of my own breeding,” Shouse 
said. "To me, that’s the thrill of racing—seeing 
homebreds win. I would get no pleasure from 
victory by a horse which I purchased from an¬ 
other breeder.” 

Shouse’s companion in racing is another 
Washingtonian, C. B. Caldwell. The latter has 
four horses in the Bond stable, the two-year- 
olds Debonair Anne and Sike and the older 
horses Parlor Pink and Indictment. 

Caldwell believes Debonair Anne will 
prove a faster filly than Shouse’s Double Quest 
and doesn’t mind telling his friend as much. It 
remains on a friendly basis, however. 

Then, when you get right down to facts, you 
find there’s a third two-year-old filly trained by 
Bond, who is rated over all others by Shouse, 
Caldwell and her conditioner. 

That’s Tom Girdler’s Slipperoo, daughter of 
*Nasrullah (same sire as Nashua) and Hot Slip¬ 
pers who has everything that could be desired 
in the way of bloodlines, looks and manners. If 
she does not become a stakes filly, everyone 
connected witth the Bond stable will be greatly 
disappointed. 

Three Cousins Farm is equipped with an in¬ 
door and outdoor training track and Bond is 
using both in preparing the State’s largest pub¬ 
lic stable for its return to competition. He’ll 
move to Bowie well in advance to the opening 
of the season —Reprinted from the Baltimore 
Evening Sun. 

Maryland-Bred Bonus Payments, 

1955 

One hundred twelve Marylanders partici¬ 
pated in the Breeders’ Awards paid out by the 
three major tracks and five minor tracks of the 
state to breeders of winners of open races in 
1954. Total payments to the breeders amount¬ 
ed to $53,962.10, approximately $5,000 less 
than in 1954. The mile tracks contributed $39,- 
875, the smaller tracks $14,087.10. 

At the mile tracks, the awards are $250 in 
open races worth $2,500 or less to the winner; 
$500 in races worth more than $2,500. The five 
minor tracks made bonus payments of ten per 
cent of the total value of the purse in open 
races. No bonuses are paid on Maryland-bred 
races. 

Leading the breeders for 1955 with awards 
totaling $3,500 is MHBA Director Alan T. 
Clarke, breeder-owner-trainer, of Huntington 
Farm, Clarksville. Having led the list a num¬ 
ber of years, Mr. Clarke was third in 1954 be¬ 
hind Holly Beach Farm and Mr. Jouett Shouse. 

Tied for second place with awards of $2250 
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each are Mr. Watson Elliott of Bowie, and Mr. 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt of Glyndon.

Preakness May 19 

The eightieth running of the Preakness 
Stakes has been scheduled for Saturday, May 19, 
two weeks after the Kentucky Derby, it was an¬ 
nounced recently by Louis Pondfield, executive 
director of the Maryland Jockey Club. As was 
the case a year ago, the Preakness will carry 
$100,000 in added money with awards of $25,- 
000 for second, $15,000 for third and $7,500 
for fourth. 

The Preakness, second event in America’s 
Triple Crown, again will have a supplementary 
nomination clause and 3-year-olds not nomi¬ 
nated at the regular closing time may be en¬ 
tered through payment of the $7,500 supple¬ 
mental fee. The regular closing of the Preak¬ 
ness has been set for Wednesday, Feb. 15, at 
which time horses may be made eligible 
through a $50 payment. 

There will be one change in the conditions 
of the Preakness, compared to the last few 
seasons. Entries will be taken on Friday, May 
18 up to the usual time of closing rather than 
two days before the race as has been the cus¬ 
tom recently. There is a $500 fee to pass the 
entry box and $500 additional to start. 
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First run in 1873, two years prior to the 
initial running of the Kentucky Derby, the 
Preakness will be contested at the traditional 
Pimlico distance of a mile and three-sixteenths. 
Pimlico’s dates for the spring meeting have 
been set for May 9 continuing through May 26 
so that the Preakness will come on the second 
of three Saturdays during the meeting. 

Probable date for supplementary nomina¬ 
tions to the 1956 Preakness is Monday, May 7, 
so that if the Derby winner should happen to 
be a three-year-old not previously named to 
the Pimlico event, he or she still could be made 
eligible in time. 

Last spring Belair Stud’s Nashua won the 
Preakness in record time of 1.54%. 

Lone Eagle At Tattleon 

Mr. and Mrs. Paul C. Ellis, who four years 
ago purchased a few mares at the Keeneland 
Sales and went into the breeding business on a 
small scale at their Tattleon Farm at Keedys- 
ville, Md., recently purchased from Randy Se- 
christ the ten-year-old stakes-winning Lone 
Eagle for stud duty at their Maryland nursery. 

Lone Eagle, who is by Isolator—Marigal, by 
Sir Gallahad III, goes into stud with a fine rac¬ 
ing record, having won six stakes at one mile 
and a quarter or more in the United States and 
England. 

Bred by Belair Stud, Lone Eagle was shipped 
to England as a two-year-old by the late Wil¬ 
liam Woodward Sr. and raced there in 1948, 
’49 and ’50. He started 16 times abroad, win¬ 
ning four stakes and earning $32,219. Re¬ 
turned to the United States in 1951, Lone Eagle 
raced until last fall. He won eight races, was in 
the money 27 times and earned $106,497. 

In America, he annexed the $25,000 Sara¬ 
toga Handicap at one mile and a quarter, beat¬ 
ing Mr. Trouble, County Delight, Bit o’ Fate 
and One Hitter, and Belmont Park’s $30,000 
Manhattan Handicap at one mile and a half, 
turning back Combat Boots, One Hitter, Sax¬ 
ony, Pilaster, Battlefield and Blue Hills. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ellis, who now have nine year¬ 
lings and two-year-olds on their farm, plan to 
breed for the market and perhaps race a few 
horses for the first time this spring.

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Book Review 

Thirty-Five Packs 

IRISH HUNTING, By Muriel Bowen; 212 
pp.; Ulus (Lionel Edwards); The Kerryman 
Ltd., Tralee. American distributer, Sydney R. 
Smith, Canaan, N. Y. $3.12. Though hunting 
has been an integral part of Irish life since 
earliest times this is the first occasion to record 
the history, the color and the pageantry of the 
country’s 35 packs of foxhounds and staghounds. 

Muriel Bowen has spent five years working 
on Irish Hunting. She has gone through private 
family papers, interviewed the old hunting 
characters and hunted with all 35 packs herself, 
being the first ever to do so. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Harry Llewellyn, Olympic 
gold medallist, owner of the famous show jumper 
Foxhunter and himself a master of foxhounds, 
writes in the Foreword: 

"Each chapter makes me feel an almost un¬ 
controllable desire to drop everything in order 
to share at least some of the amusing and 
thrilling adventures which make this book 
so fascinating . . . some of the feats de¬ 
scribed are quite extraordinary.” 

From the horses with odd beginnings which 
won Grand Nationals to the early Irish hunts¬ 
men, it is a story rich in romance. 

It is essentially a historical book aimed to 
give every Irish hunting man and woman a 
complete picture of his own hunt. The great 
names give it buoyancy and vigor—John Wat¬ 
son of the Meath, John Denis of the Galway 
Blazers, Lord Waterford in Tipperary. And in 
our own day Isaac Bell of Kilkenny, the Hon. 
Mr. Justice Wylie of the Ward Union, Mrs. 
Olive Hall—a breeder of splendid hounds in 
Carlow, and Lord Daresbury now presiding 
over a golden age in Limerick. 

Richly, roguish characters keep cropping up. 
There was Lord Longford in Westmeath who 
used to eat the hounds’ pudding. And Trady 
Cody, a Limerick postman who kept a private 
pack which fed on the City dustbins and pro¬ 
duced some of the wildest gallops. 

Lionel Edwards, R.I., gives a brilliant and 
amusing impression of hunting in Ireland in 
a series of black and white drawings. 

Muriel Bowen, the author, comes from a 
background of horses. Both sides of her fam¬ 
ily have bred successful racehorses, hunted, and 
rode their own horses to win point-to-points 
and in the show ring. She was educated at the 
Sacred Heart Convent, Mount Anville and 
Trinity College, Dublin. She is a writer by pro¬ 
fession and on the staff of the Daily Express, 
London.

TVT OW that the dust raised by the novel 1956 

^ racing dates for the Maryland trotting 
tracks is beginning to settle, clearer visibility 
discloses the state’s harness prospects for 1956 
as exciting indeed. 

Rosecroft will welcome in the season with 
a meeting starting May 7. In previous years we 
never referred to "meeting” in connection with 
a Maryland harness track without stipulating 
”20-night meet.” Such a designation would be 
premature this year, however, since pending 
legislation (at the suggestion of Gov. Theodore 
R. McKeldin) calls for an extension of each 
of the four meetings from 20 to 24 nights, rain 
or shine. 

Laurel Raceway, the state’s pioneer night har¬ 
ness track, follows Rosecroft with a ninth an¬ 
nual meet beginning June 4. This is as far as 
the resemblance goes between this year’s sched¬ 
ule and those of former years. Previously the 
Baltimore and Ocean Downs meets followed in 
succession on the heels of Laurel. This pattern 
has been broken this year. 

Ocean Downs Raceway, situated at Mary¬ 
land’s playground of Ocean City, follows Laurel 
this season with a meeting starting July 2 and 
continuing through July 28. This should prove 
a boon to the ocean oval, since the dates fall 
at the height of the resort season and include 
the Fourth of July. 

After the Ocean Downs meet there will be 
a prolonged hiatus in Maryland harness activity 
until October 5, when Baltimore Raceway will 
experiment with a fall meeting extending 
through November 1. 

Rosecroft, Laurel and Baltimore Raceways al¬ 
ready have announced purse distributions of 
approximately $250,000 each for the 1956 
meets. That adds up to a quarter-million dollar 
total for just three of the six tracks. By the time 
Brandywine, Kent & Sussex Raceway (in Har¬ 
rington, Del.) and Ocean Downs come up with 
their purse programs, the total purse outlay for 
the bi-state circuit should be in the neighbor¬ 
hood of a million and a half. That’s a lot of 
purse money to be concentrated in an area of 
150-mile radius. 

Richest race in Maryland-Delaware harness 
history will be Rosecroft Raceway’s estimated 
$35,000 William E. Miller Memorial Pace, for 


two-year-olds. Estimated at $25,000 last year, 
the race drew 72 nominations and was raced 
for $25,920. At latest count, the event had al¬ 
ready attracted more than 100 nominations from 
the ritziest stables for this year’s renewal. 

A tribute to the memory of William E. Miller, 
late founder of Rosecroft and a horseman’s 
horseman, the race is the richest ever held for 
juveniles at any night harness track anywhere. 
It is developing into a national classic. 

Rosecroft has made a number of innovations 
in its purse schedule this year, including intro¬ 
duction of two great three-year-old events— 
the $7,500 Vic Fleming Memorial Pace and the 
$5,000 Governor’s Cup Trot. Also on the agenda 
of early closers are four $1,500 two-year-old 
races—two for fillies and two for colts and 
geldings. 

The stake program at the Oxon Hill oval also 
calls for renewal of the rich annual free-for-all 
fixtures, with the $10,000 Henry Volo Pace on 
May 25, the $10,000 Symbol Gantle Trot on 
June 1, and the $10,000 first leg of Maryland’s 
Triple Crown” pacing series on Memorial Day, 
May 30. The Henry Volo and Symbol Gantle 
will be held on the mile-and-a-sixteenth distance. 

Other free-for-alls at Rosecroft will be the 
$5,000 Good Time Pace on May 19 and the 
$7,500 Rosecroft Cup Trot on May 16. 

The second and third ten-grand legs of the 
Triple Crown, as customary, will be staged at 
Laurel and Baltimore Raceways respectively. 
This will be the third year for this popular 
series, thus far no horse has accomplished the 
feat necessary for permanent possession of the 
$3,500 trophy—victory in all three legs in a 
single season. Hillsota captured the big silver 
cup for 1954 and Adios Boy earned it last 
season. 

Highlight of the Laurel Raceway stake sched¬ 
ule will be the fifth annual renewal of the 
$15,000 Laurel Invitational on June 16. Mary¬ 
land’s richest free-for-all classic, the calibre of 
this annual headliner can be appreciated from 
a glance at the roster of past winners—Irish Hal 
and Dudley Hanover, Hi-Lo’s Forbes, Guinea 
Gold and Philip Scott. It was Hi-Lo’s Forbes 
who paced off Maryland’s first and only two- 
minute harness mile in the Invitational in 1953. 

Laurel Raceway has three $10,000 free-for- 
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alls scheduled—the Washington Cup Trot on 
opening night (June 4), the Triple Crown on 
June 9, and the Savage Trot on June 23. 

Baltimore Raceway has three ten-grand fea¬ 
tures—the President’s Cup Free-For-All Pace 
on October 6, the Annapolis Free-For-All Trot 
on October 12, and the Triple Crown Pace on 
October 19. 

Laurel and Baltimore also have announced 
liberal schedules of $3,000 and $5,000 stakes 
for two and three-year-olds of both gaits. All 
three tracks offer schedules of generous graded, 
one-dash overnight events. 

KEEPING PACE—Harness horsemen and 
officials of Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and D. C. convened January 29 at 
the Southern Hotel in Baltimore for the annual 
meeting of District 8 of the U. S. Trotting As¬ 
sociation. Among distinguished guests were 
Lawrence B. Sheppard, U.S.T.A. President and 
a Director of District 8. Guest speaker at the 
annual dinner was well-known Washington 
sportscaster Arch MacDonald, who has joined 
the ranks of standardbred owners .... Dick 
Hutchison, Jr., Laurel prexy and General Man¬ 
ager at both Laurel and Baltimore Raceways, 
commuting between Maryland and Kentucky 
these days. Dick is building a new track at 
Florence, Ky., just outside of Cincinnati. . . . 
About 200 horses reported hibernating at Ocean 
Downs Raceway, with about 50 or more winter¬ 
ing at Rosecroft Raceway. . . . Billy Haughton, 
who campaigned at Rosecroft and Laurel last 
season, ran off with the national race and money¬ 
winning crown for the fourth straight year in 
1955. The driving genius won 168 races and 
$599 445.... In 1955 pari-mutuel harness tracks 
nationally showed a rise of 7.2% in wagering, 
8.2% in revenue to states, and 1.1% in at¬ 
tendance. Total national mutuel play hit $476,- 
728,009. Total mutuel play for the Maryland 
trots was $20,709,812. ... 76 three-year-old 
trotters have been kept eligible for the 1956 
Hambletonian.

Brig. Gen. F. W. Boye, Warrenton, Va., was 
renamed executive vice president and treasurer, 
while Andrew M. Montgomery, Uno, Va., was 
re-elected secretary. Directors and members of 
the U.S.E.T. from every part of the country 
attended the meeting to hear Mr. Stone outline 
plans for Olympic competition June 10-17th 
and, later, participation in the Harrisburg, New 
York City and Toronto international horse 
shows. 

Mr. Stone declared that a major drive for 
funds to send the U. S. horses and riders to the 
Olympics would be launched shortly. He pointed 
out that the four-legged "athletes” comprising 
the team required far more attention and equip¬ 
ment than the average U. S. competitor, and that 
the horse is only half the entry, as an also care¬ 
fully trained rider is required as well.

Racing In England 

By Milton R. Daniels, Jr. 

Lord Derby has been elected President of the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association to succeed 
Lord Roseberry who held the office since 1932. 
The following are excerpts from Lord Derby’s 
speech given at the Association’s annual dinner 
at Newmarket, England on Nov. 29, 1955. 

Referring to the export of Tulyar and other 
stallions: 

"While we deplore them leaving the country, 
we cannot help but be sympathetic to the own¬ 
ers, particularly when you think that before the 
war a top stallion was worth 50,000 pounds and 
would bring in an income of approximately 
16,000 pounds to his owner, whereas now the 
same animal may well be worth 200,000 pounds 
and, if retained by his owner, would bring in 
only 20,000 pounds a year of which a great deal 
would inevitably find itself in the hands of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

"Somehow we must find some method to re¬ 
tain these good horses in the country, and one 
only hopes that in the future the National Stud 
may be able to assist in this way. The loss of 
mares and yearlings is not quite as serious per¬ 
haps as the loss of stallions, and, indeed, the 


foreign markets have meant a great deal to 
British breeders throughout the past few years. 
Nevertheless, this trend does indicate the great 
importance of having better stake money in this 
country. 

"However, important though the increase in 
stake money is, I do feel that at the same time 
we must be careful not to change too much the 
character of English racing. There can be no 
doubt that racing in this country is far more 
fun than anywhere else, and, while overseas 
countries have better stands and better facilities 
than we do, their racing does tend to be in¬ 
credibly dull.” 

There is no flat racing in England’s winter 
months, and now the sport is given over to 
steeplechasing and hurdle racing. With no 
horses in the Army, and India no longer a 
stronghold of polo, these winter months offer 
riding enthusiasts their chance. It is amazing 
that there are so many riders available. 

Entries for the Grand National at Liverpool 
closed on Jan. 3, 1956 with sixty-one entries. 
Of these, the most important are five from 
County Tipperary in southern Ireland of which 
three: Early Mist, Quare Times, and Royal Tan 
are previous winners. Sam Brownthorn and 
Oriental Way are the other two.

Here is a new stallion who has proved time and again and against the 
hest handieap and distance horses of his time in both the United States and 
England that he eonld win at the classic distance of 1 *4 miles and over.
